? Pretender came to Dunkirk March the gth, N. S. But the fight of the 
=_  FEopliſh Fleet made the French Admiral Monſieur Fourbin write back to 
117 Court for freſh Orders. And to colour the delay of proceeding, twas 
pretended the young Prince was Sick. But the French King ſending ex- 
preſs Orders to his Admiral to venture out, and the contrary Winds 
having forc'd our Fleet to withdraw to our own Coaft, on the 17th of 
arch, N. S. they ſet ſail.

There were taken Priſoners on board the Salisbury, the Lord Griffpr, 
the Lord Clermont and Mr. Middleton. A Lieutenant General. His Aid 
de Camp, a Colonel, 2 Lieutenant Colonels, Captains and 2 Lieutenants, 
French Officers, 15 Iriſh Officers, 5 Companies of French Foot Soldi-

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1708 The Campaign in Flanders this Tear was exceeding, Honourable. The 
Victory at oudenard and the Taking of Lille, were Conqueſts of ijne ſtima- 


ble Value. The Emperor concurring with the Queen, and the States was 
of Opinion, that a brisk effort in Flanders would maſt ſenſibly affect the 
Enemy.

They arriv'd 
there the 26th of April, had Audience of his Eleftoral Highneſs, and af- 
ter divers Conferences wherein all things were adjufted tor the military 
Actions, Prince Eugene went to leipricb, and from thence to Vienna, and 
the Duke of Mariborough came to the Hague, where he arriv'd the 3d of 
May. Tt muſt be Noted, that the Elector of Hanover was now Com- 
mander in chief of the Army of the Empire, and the Scheme for this Year's 
Service took a large part of the Germm Army from the Rhine, to & & un- 
der Prince Eugene. Which his Electoral Highneſs fot the good of the 
common Cauſe gave way too, altho' it left him ingapable of making any 
notable effort againſt the Enes. 
About the latter end of the Army was formed, and conſi ſted of 180 
Squadrons, and 112 Battalions. The French Army alſo took the Field a- 
the ſame time, the Duke of Burgundy being Commander in chief, and 
under him the Duke of Vendoſmr; the Duke of Hexryalſo and the Pretender,
